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Aging Stalinist 
put under guard

SOFIA, Bulgaria Former 
leader Todor Zhivkov was put under 
house arrest and charged with abuse 
of power and fomenting ethnic unrest 
during his 34-year reign, the govern- 
ment-run news agency BTA reported 
Thursday. 

The state agency also said opposi- 
tion talks with the ruling Communists 
broke down Thursday over access to 
Bulgaria’s broadcasting networks. 

The prosecutor-general’s office is- 
sued a warrant for the deposed dicta- 
tor, who was toppled ina November 
uprising, charging Zhivkov. with 
malfeasance in office, inciting ethnic 
hostility and misuse of property. 

The 78-year-old Stalinist was not 
jailed, according to BTA, but was in- 
stead put under guard at an undis- 
closed location. 

That makes him the second East 
Bloc leader now under official investi- 
gation for abuses disclosed by the up- 
heavals that have convulsed Eastern 
Europe. 

Former East German party leader 
Erich Honecker, now hospitalized, 
faces a charge of high treason. 

The charges against Zhivkovy indi- 


cate he is being personally blamed by 
his reformist Communist successors 
for the nation’s severe ethnic and eco- 
nomic problems. 

Zhivkov was the author of so-called 
“Bulgarization,” the persecution and 
forced assimilation of the nation’s 1.5 
million ethnic Turks and other Bul- 
garian Muslims, known as Pomaks. 

After his ouster, Zhivkov was ac- 
cused of corruption when it was re- 
vealed he had maintained at least 30 
holiday and hunting retreats through- 
out this poor Balkan nation. 

Zhivkov’s often-violent forced as- 
similation policy banned Moslem reli- 
gious practices and required ethnic 
Turks and Moslems to forsake their 
own names and take Bulgarian ones. 

Most of Bulgaria’s 9 million people 
belong to the Bulgarian Orthodox 
Church. 

More than 300,000 ethnic Turks 
emigrated to Turkey to escape the 
harsh Bulgarization campaign, but 
about 80,000 later returned, citing 


-lack of jobs and housing in Turkey. 


The talks with the reformist gov- 
ernment of party chief Petar Mlade- 
nov have foundered over the govern- 
ment’s refusal to allow the opposition

Cold fusion funds 
debatable for 19917

SALT LAKE CITY — While 1990 
federal funding for Utah’s nuclear fu- 
sion research is out, it is possible the 
Department of Energy may earmark 
money for such projects next year, an 
agency official says. 

Gyszard Gajewski, director of 
DOE’s Advanced Energy Projects Di- 
vision, warned Thursday though that 
while the prospect 
for 1991 nuclear fu- 
sion research fund- 
ing isn’t grim, “it 
isn’t rosy either.” 

Like other fed- 
eral budgets, 
Gajewski said his 
division «was ..sub- - 
stantially cut this 
year and several 
projects, including 
room-tempera- 
ture, or “cold” fu- 
sion studies, suf- 
fered. 

“But we are en- 
tertaining new proposals for new 
year,” he said. 

“Hopefully some of the cuts will be 
restored and we will be able support 
more of cold-fusion work than we are 
right now.” 

Gajewski insisted that the budget 
slash, however, wasn’t a result of the 
heated controversy that has shrouded 
fusion researchers since University of 
Utah chemist B. Stanley Pons and 
Martin Fleischmann, a British col- 
league, announced they had achieved 
nuclear fusion. Pons, however, says 
that’s laughable. 

“This (budget cut) is a result of John 
Huizenga’s notorious Energy Re- 
search Advisory Board. This is what 
the committee decided to do,” Pons 
said. 

The board, headed by Huizenga, a 
chemistry and physics professor at the 
University of Rochester, this fall ruled 
there is a lack of convincing evidence to 
support fusion claims or requests for 
funding of a national fusion research 
center. 

“This will devastate the research

Gajewski said his department is 
currently funding cold-fusion re- 
search at the DOE’s Los Alamos and 
Brookhaven Labs. 

The department also has been 
helping pay for fusion research at 
Brigham Young 

I University. 
O Gajewski believes 
that grant is due to 
$ end. BYU officials 
say they are apply- 
ing for new fund- 

ing. 

Gajewski said he 
is now considering 
a grant for another 
university, but be- 
cause the proposal 
hasn’t been ap- 
proved, he 
wouldn’t reveal the 
name of the school. 

However, the University of Utah’s 
National Cold Fusion Institute is in 
the process of seeking fusion research 
funding. 

James Brophy, U of U vice presi- 
dent for research and interim director 
of the institute, said researchers are 
in the process of applying for four 
grants seeking more than $1 million 
over three years. 

Last March, Pons and Fleischman 
shocked the scientific world when 
they announced production of nuclear 
fusion in a laboratory beaker. 

Pons and Fleischmann said their 
experiments yielded 100 times the en- 
ergy needed to produce the reaction, 
created when palladium rods inside 
electrically charged platinum coils 
were immersed in deuterium-rich 
heavy water. 

Scientists have had mixed success 
in duplicating the experiments, al- 
though recently Japanese _ re- 
searchers say they have found evi- 
dence supporting Utah’s nuclear 
fusion claims. 
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Parents angered at molestation ruling 


LOS ANGELES — Preschool operators Raymond Buckey and his mother 
were acquitted Thursday of 52 child molestation charges in the nation’s longest 
and costliest criminal trial, inciting outrage among parents of youngsters in 
the case. 

Jurors were deadlocked on 12 sex-abuse counts against Buckey and a single 
conspiracy count against him and his 63-year-old mother, Peggy McMartin 
Buckey. Superior Court Judge William Pounders declared a mistrial on those 
charges. The investigation of alleged mass molestation at the suburban Mc- 
Martin Pre-School ignited a nationwide wave of worry about child abuse when 
it came to light in 1983. It produced widespread fear among working parents 
that their children might be at risk at school. 

The trial lasted nearly three years and at costs of $15 million, making it the 
longest and most expensive criminal proceeding in U.S. history. 

Buckey, 31, spent nearly five years in jail because of the charges and his 
mother was jailed for almost two years. 

Announcement of the innocent verdicts brought gasps and sobs in the 
packed courtroom while the defendants cried but were restrained in their 
reactions. About an hour after the verdicts were read, parent Jackie Mc- 
Gauley said: “I’m still in shock. ... When I first heard it, I didn’t believe it. I 
thought someone had made a mistake.” 


Bush will not cut Social Security taxes 


WASHINGTON — President Bush, trying to prevent a political stampede, 
said Thursday that a proposed cut in Social Security taxes was a charade that 
would force either an increase in other taxes or a reduction in retirement 
benefits. 

“And I am not going to do it to the older people in this country,” Bush said in 
his first public comment on a proposal by Sen. Daniel Patrick Moynihan, 
D-N.Y., to roll back the Social Security payroll tax increase that began Jan. 1. 

On the heels of Moynihan’s measure, Sen. Ernest F’. Hollings, D-S.C., has 
proposed a 5 percent value-added tax — a national sales levy — to replace 
revenues lost both by the Social Security tax cut and Bush’s own proposal to 
lower the tax on capital gains. 

Hollings’ plan would raise $53 billion in 1991. 

Rep. Donald Pease, D-Ohio, a member of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, said, “We certainly could not get a VAT without the active 
support of the president.” 


Half of U.S. deaths caused by 9 diseases 


ATLANTA — Federal health officials said Thursday that nine preventable 
chronic diseases are responsible for more than half the deaths in this country 
— but get only 2 percent of the public health dollars spent by the states, 

Meanwhile, another preventable cause, injuries, remains the leading cause 
of “premature loss of life” with suicide and homicide and AIDS also ranking 
high. 

The national Centers for Disease Control reported that nine chronic dis- 
eases — diseases with long periods of onset or suffering — by themselves 
accounted for 1.1 million deaths in 1986, 52 percent of the deaths nationwide. 

They are stroke, heart disease, diabetes, obstructive lung disease, lung 
cancer, breast cancer, cervical cancer, colorectal cancer and cirrhosis of the 
liver. 

“They’re all largely preventable — or preventable to some extent,” said Dr. 
Robert Hahn, a CDC epidemiologist. 

The preventable risk factors for those nine chronic diseases include 
cigarette smoking, being overweight, high blood pressure, drinking and lack 
of exercise. 


Gunman arrested for shooting mayor 


TOKYO — Police arrested an avowed right-wing terrorist Thursday in the 
shooting of Nagasaki’s mayor, who had endured a year of death threats after 
saying Emperor Hirohito bore some responsibility for World War II. 

The shooting, said to be the first of an important politician in this country 
since the war, outraged many Japanese and brought calls to heighten respect 
for freedom of speech. 

Hitoshi Motoshima, 67, was shot in the back Thursday as he left City Hall. 
He was reported in serious but not life-threatening condition after surgery to 
repair damage from a single bullet that pierced his left lung. 

The gunman escaped alone in a white car, but within five hours police said 
they had arrested Kazumi Tajiri, 40, of Tokvo, ina Nagasaki hotel. 

Tajiri admitted to shooting Motoshima and was held on suspicion of at- 
tempted murder, said a Nagasaki police spokesman who refused to have his 
name used. | aes fe : Cie. oe i 
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Planes collide on runway, 1 person dead 

ATLANTA — An Eastern Airlines jetliner landing here collided with a 
twin-engine aircraft that had just barelv touched down Thursday evening, 
killing one person and injuring another aboard the smaller plane, officials said. 

The 7:10 p.m. collision between the Eastern Boeing 727 and a Beechcraft 
King Air 100 occurred on a runway at Hartsfield Atlanta International Air- 
port, officials said. The jet tore off much of the roof of the smaller plane. 

Two male victims were taken to South Fulton Medical Center, one in stable 
condition and one dead on arrival, hospital officials said. 

John Braden, airport spokesman, said both victims were aboard the smaller 
plane, which carried no other passengers, and no injuries were reported 
aboard the jetliner. There were no reports of other injuries. 

The collision involved Eastern Flight 111, which originated in Montreal, and 
a twin-engine executive-type aircraft flying from DeKalb Peachtree Airport 
on the edge of Atlanta to Hartsfield, said officials with the Federal Aviation 
Administration.

People who do not receive their 
1989 W-2 forms by Jan. 31 should con- 
tact their employers, according to the 
Internal Revenue Service. 

Form W-2, “Wage and Tax State- 
ment,” contains information that a 
taxpayer must have to file federal and 
state tax returns, said Jan Hadley of 
the Salt Lake City District IRS office. 

Anyone under the age of 65 that 
earns more than $5,100 annually must 
file a tax return, that includes depen- 
dent students. 

Filers should add up income from 
all emplovers, even if jobs were 
worked in several states, Hadley 
said. 

Employees who have not received a 
W-2 by Feb. 15 should call the IRS at 
1-800-424-1040. 

A local tax consultant firm recom- 
mends filing tax returns early so filers 
can receive refunds earlier. 

Taxpavers can file ina number of 
ways. Unless child care or other cred- 
its are taken, small income earners 
can use the 1040EZ form. 

Another tax professional said filing 
a 1040A form can be better. 

“It is almost invariably better to 
file a joint return if someone is mar- 
ried,” said David Lawrence, who 
works at an income tax service. 

Lawrence recommends consulting 
with a tax professional to learn more 
about how to file a tax return.

If a mistake is made while record- 
ing the piece, users need only return 
to the spot displayed on a video moni- 
tor, backspace over their mistake, 
and replace it by playing the right 
note on the keyboard. 

“Tf, for example, I haven’t got the 
technique to play a tune fast enough, 
with software like this, all I have to do 
is play and store it slow, then call the 
stored song up on to the screen where 
it is recorded in standard musical no- 
tation, and designate a faster speed 
for it to be played back at — without 
making it sound like the ‘Chipmunks,”” 


said Kevin Beard, a senior from 
Seattle, Wash., majoring in sound 
recording. 


Using this software, Beard is able 
to record all the synthesized instru- 
mentals on his class projects, though 
primarily he has only studied vocal 
technique. 

~Some people have initially viewed 
the software as a crutch for pseudo- 
musicians who lack the discipline to 
master instruments. 

Yet both local and national jazz, 
classical and rock musicians use the 
software to record their creations. 
These musicians include Jan Ham- 
mer, Freddie Hubbard, Dave Grusin, 
Sam Cardon and Kurt Bestor. 

Cardon and Bestor, both BYU 
graduates, utilized the program, 
along with other forms of music tech- 
nology, to compose and perform mu-

“Using any IBM, Macintosh, Atari 
or Apple computer, anyone can en- 
hance both the creative and educa- 
tional experience of music,” Zwiggy 
said, 

Many local piano teachers find the 
technology imperative to their stu- 
dents’ learning process, he said. 

Using the software, along with 
other forms of music technology, 
helps both beginning and advanced 
piano students to learn faster than 
ever before and motivates them to 
continue studying, said Bonnie Kroft, 
a piano teacher from Orem. 

“If they can play to a real drum 
sound, instead of a metronome, they 
enjoy practicing so much more... and 
learn so much faster,” she said. 

Computer technology, when com- 
bined with creative teaching tech- 
niques, helps students learn to create 
instead of just play, said Evonne Egg- 
bert, another local piano teacher. 

Since perfection seems to no longer 
be necessary, some studio musicians 
fear for their job security. 

“Sure, some guys get uptight, but 
it’s just like accounting programs,” 
Zwiggy said. 

“Some. accountants got worried 
when they came out, but the smart 
ones just incorporated it into their 
own practices,” he said. 

“Computers are the same way. 
They could never replace real. musi- 


cians, but they. sure help them be 


more er eative,’ "he said.

Ryan L. Thomas, associate dean of 
Student Life, said the updated policy 
is based on a statement from The 
First Presidency. 

The policy states the following: 
“We encourage bishops to include the 
following question in the endorse- 
ment interview: ‘Have you done and 
will you continue to do your duty in 
the Church, attend your meetings 
and abide by the rules and standards 
of the Church?’” 

Bishops will use their own judg- 
ment in: deciding how to administer 
the new policy, Thomas said.

tical leaders ... .” 

The changes in the student en- 
dorsement process will not measur- 
ably affect the institutional expecta- 
tions of students, Thomas said. 

“I think the expectations for stu- 
dents at this university are clear,” he 
said. 

Those planning to register for 
Evening School or BYU Salt Lake 
Center courses, as well as BYU grad- 
uate students, are also required to 
meet the new endorsement require- 
ments. 

The new requirements do not apply 
to non-LDS students, but those stu- 
dents must continue to commit them- 
selves to adhere to the BYU Code of 
Honor and the Dress and Grooming 
Standards. 

The deadline for the endorsement 
interview is April 2, 1990, with a late 
fee of $20 for any endorsement not 
finished on or before that date. LDS 
students must be endorsed by the 
bishop of the ward they attend while 
at BYU during Winter Semester.

Although most of the fetal defects 
aat can be detected by doctors are 
intreatable, more are becoming cur- 
lple each day, Clark said.

cured, the knowledge that a fetus has 
a disease can help its parents prepare 
for their handicapped child’s birth, 
Clark said. 

He also said knowledge of a condi- 
tion before birth can be lifesaving for 
an infant born with a potentially fatal 
illness. 

The early diagnosis of a condition 
allows for immediate surgery after 
birth or other precautions such as cae- 
sarean deliveries, Clark said. 

Medicine and surgery can also be 
used before birth, he said. In one pro- 
cedure inutero blood transfusions 
have been used to save fetuses whose: 
blood types were incompatible with 
their mother’s, he said. 

Clark said fetal medicine is “still in 
its infancy.” He predicted that as ul- 
trasound tests become more common 
and doctors continue their research, 
more lives will be saved by the early 
detection of diseases and more con- 
genital conditions will become treat- 
able.

Native Americans protest being barred from treaty talks

SALT LAKE CITY — A meeting here of county asso- 
ciation officials forming a coalition on federal Indian policy 
was recessed for several hours Thursday after protesters 
disrupted the conference from which tribal leaders were 
barred. 

About 20 protesters, including Native Americans and 
local supporters, picketed outside the Embassy Suites 
hotel as the short-lived first session of the scheduled 
three-day conference got under way. Inside, another 30 
crowded into the entrance of the meeting room, trving to 
gain entrance to the Wisconsin Counties Association- 
sponsored meeting. 

The conference reconvened at 1:30 p.m., with two In- 
dian county officials being allowed to briefly address the 
meeting. However tribal officials without county govern- 
ment affiliations still were barred and Indian leaders filed 
a discrimination complaint with the U.S. Attorney's Of- 
fice. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Gordon Campbell said his of- 
fice would conduct a preliminary review of the case before 
determining whether a full-fledged investigation is war- 
ranted. 

“We're at least going to look at the things they told us,” 
he said late Thursday. 

The conference is focusing on the exercise of rights 
within treaties and imposition of Indian governments on 


non-Indians. Among the issues on the agenda were water 
and mineral rights, gambling, the judicial process and tax 
exemptions. 

About 60 delegates representing state or county associ- 
ations in 13 states — Wisconsin, Minnesota, Michigan, 
Utah, Idaho, Arizona, Montana, Nebraska, North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, New Mexico, Colorado and Wyoming 
— attended the meeting Thursday afternoon, said WCA 
Director Mark Rogacki. 

Earlier, Rogacki recessed the session following an an- 
ery confrontation with David Hill, a Choctaw Indian from 
Konawa, Okla., who entered the room and refused to 
leave. 

When Rogacki told Hill he could not attend the meet- 
ing, Hill called Rogacki a “cockroach,” and vowed he 
vould not voluntarily leave. Rogacki recessed the meet- 
ing and Hill moved just outside the meeting room's door, 
awaiting developments. 

Salt Lake City police were called to the hotel and 
cleared the meeting area without violence. 

The meeting remained in recess about four hours, re- 
convening at 1:30 p.m. after two Navajo tribal leaders — 
Navajo County, Ariz., Supervisor Percy Deal and McKin- 
ley, N.M., County Commissioner Marshall Plummer — 
were each given five minutes to speak to the conference. 

Deal told the meeting that tribal leader's do not condone 
anv meeting of public officials which bars people from 
attendance on the basis of race.
